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Alberta Parliament 
Opens: Legislation 
Forecasted In Speech 

With its ceremonial brilliancy the 
cremony of opening the Alberta leg¬ 
islature was performed this after¬ 
noon . There were probably more 
sightseers this year than ever before. 
While the opening ceremony did not 
begin until 3 o'clock people began to 
arrive before noon, and when the 
house opened at 2 o'clock the galler¬ 
ies were filled in a few minutes. The 
floor of the house was reserved for 
members of the house and their wives 
and certain government officials and 
their wives. As His Honor the Lieut¬ 
enant Governor arrived everyone 
sttod at attention. The governor’s 
escort, composed of ranking army of¬ 
ficers, added to the great vivacity 
of the function, while the many beau¬ 
tiful' gowns worn by the ladies pres¬ 
ent added to the animation of the 
scene.

bne was as follows 
• The speech from the throne was as 
fololws: — 

Mr. Speaker and Members of the 
Legislative Assembly: 

I welcome you to the opening of the 
first Session of the fiftli legislative as- 
hembly. 

Since the close of the last session. 
His Grace the Duke of Devonshire 
has concluded a term of service as 
Governor General of Canada, which 
will be remembered with deep appre¬ 
ciation. He has been succeeded by 
Baron Byng of Vimy as His Majes¬ 
ty's representative. It is with great 
satisfaction that we welcome him, 
and we believe that the services he 
will render in this capacity will be of 
the same high order as those which 
endeared him: to our people as com¬ 
mander of the Canadian troops at the 
front. 

Bureau of Labor 

In common with many other parts 
of Canada and the world, Alberta has 
suffered the general economic and in¬ 
dustrial depression following the war 
but present indications give hope of a 
gradual recovery. This depression 
has resulted in extensive unemploy¬ 
ment. My government has taken full 
cognizance of these conditions and 
his instituted measures to meet im¬ 
mediate necessities, at the same time 
considering a more satisfactory meth¬ 
od of dealing with the problem. 
Legislation will be introduced to cre¬ 
ate a Bureau of Labor in order that 
the problems concerning the wage- 
earners of the province may receive 
that consideration to which they are 
entitled. 

Crop Failures in South 
The conditions existing in certain 
sections of the southern part of the 
province, conequent upon failures of 
crops and general depression in mar¬ 
kets and the financial conditions 
created by a series of poor crop sea- 
ons, have received the attention of 
the government. Necessary measurse 
for the immediate relief of the re-

Enthusiastic Times 
At Fram G.G.A. 
Chicken Dinner 

On. Saturday last, February 4th 
a good crowd assembled to partake ol 
a spendid dinner provided by the lady- 
members of the association, aibiy as¬ 
sisted by the remaining ladies of the 
district After everyone had done 
ample justice to all the good things, 
the tables were cleared, and the us¬ 
ual monthly meeting of the associa/- 
tton was held. 

The secretary was instructed to 
ascertain the date of the next meet¬ 
ing of the Trustees of the “Fram 
ijchool District, and Mr H. Oelstrum 
was chosen, a delegate to attend that 
meeting. 

The remaining business being 
speedily (cleared up, Mr A. S. La- 
r void (president) introduced the two 
special speakers, and called upon Mr 
L. D'Albertanson to address the 
gathering. 

COMMUNITY EXPRESSION 

Leonard D’Alebrtanson, editor of 
the Chau-vm Chronicle, in replying to 
the introduction of the chairman said 
that he did not wish to be regarded as 
4 visitor from the town. He adnrM— 
being bore and educated in the 
little city of London, England. That 
he had had seven years in the dry 
goods business, after which he wias 
engaged in the printing trade for se¬ 
ven more years. At this time the 
offer of 160 cares of land in Canada 
appeled so strongly that he answer- 
ered their call and came out as a 
green Englishman who couldn’t tell 
the difference between wheait, oats, 
barley and flax. Hie preferred then 
to be known as a neighbour hwom 
they hah. had all known driving his 
team, of oxen past their homstead in 
the early days. 

If a title should be given to hia 
rambling remarks, he would give the 
title “Community Expression.” or the 
community learning to and express¬ 
ing its own thoughts and determin¬ 
ations on matters of concern to it. 

In a reminiscent manner the speak¬ 
er portrayed the early arrival of the 
first settlers to the district. He re¬ 
lated how the vastness of the prairie 
offered uis the promise of homes and 
fortune, how the miles seemed short- 
ter by resison of our cheerful hopes 
in the future. He spoke of the in¬ 
creasing power of the sensation of 
isolaton caused by the delay in the 
realization of our hopes. 

The lack of social life in the early 
days strengthened this feeling of iso¬ 
lation , Out towns and villages were 
trading centres and provided only a 
livery barn and hotel and places to 
trade; whilst in the rural parts we 
had no such organization or means 
of gathering together such as in thiB 
meeting to-day.. The utter silence 
of the prairires at times became ab¬ 
solutely painful he had shouted and 
sung, and even sworn to break down 
the silence. As a result of this ex¬ 
periences the speaker claimed he had 
a far more acute hearing to-day than 
when he arrived in Canada. 

The mere sinister aspect of this 
sense of isolation came into force as 
the burden of eontinhed debt bore us 
down.. He related how one year he

soil with a knife or scissors so os 


not to injure the roots of the remain¬ 
ing 1 plant. As soon as the plants 
have made four rough leaves give a 
dressing of finely pulverized well 
rotted manure and light loam, equal 
ports which should be firmly pressed 
round about the plants. On fine 
warm days raise sash at back and 
give plenty of air. water thoroughly 
both the foliage and the roots wTEh 
water about the same temperature 
a« tho hotbed whic,r should be about 
60 f. at night, not over, and about 
85 F. during tho day. 

As the weather gets warmer begin 
to harden the plants by removing the 
sashes in the daytimle, replacing at 
night and afterwards move from the 
hotbed to a^Spool frame where they 
can be protected during the nights. 
When danger >of frost is past remove 
in box to garden, with a plant and 
a sod intact’ proceed to plant in 
specially prepared soil preferably on 
the north side of few rows of sun¬ 
flower or corn which will afford a 
certain aniopnt of sifc.de. Plant in 
rows 4 feet between the plants and 
6 feet between the rows. Have 
boxes or sacks hanCy for covering 
planst in case of cold nights. Con¬ 
stant light -cultivation and a good 
mulch of well rotted manure is 
necestsary, give two dressings at ni¬ 
trate of soda about 1 ounce to four 
plants. 

To make the plants fruit well re 
move the false blooms. all weak 
shoots and pinch the growing points 
of the runners when they have 
have reached a length of about 2 
feel. ^Vater thoroughly, both fol¬ 
iage and roots and never allow the 
plants to wilt. 

To grow cucumber, squash, mar¬ 
rows, without heat, select a piece 
of land very rich, light, and well 
drained and that has been well 
worked. #>ig itoles 2 feet by 2 feet 
andlfoqi,. tijjgehas (keep, keep the top 
soil by itself for as many hills as you 
propose to plant, say 6 feet apart 
each way. Procure a sufficient quan¬ 
tity of well rotted manure and mix 
with equal parts of the soil removed 
from tho holes; refil the holes with 
this mixture to withing' 3 or 4- inches 
of the top and press down firmly. 
Give each hole one or two pails of 
wated according to the dryness of the 
ground. After the water has disap¬ 
peared finish off with a layer of the 
top soil!. Take a hoe and with the 
surplus soil make a ridge all round 
the hill which will form a basin and 
make it easier to water the plants as 
they grow. 

In May. or early in June sow about 
twelve seeds in a hill. After the seed¬ 
lings are well established remove all 
but four of the strongest. Have boxes 
handy for covering during the cold 
nights. | 

Observe there are two kinds of 
bioomd on the same plants,, false 
and true blooms, which are easily dis¬ 
tinguished the one from the other. 
The true bloom having a mjnature 
fruil immediately below the flower. 
Remove all blooms’until the plants 
have attained a fair size. To ensure 
a good set of fruit, on a bright sunny 
maiming about noon, with a small 
soft brush, which must be perfectly 
dry, remove the pollen from the best 
false blooms and dust the inside of

descendant, of the Asiatic species 
(Cucumis Sativa,) varieties of which 
have been cultivated from very early 
times. Pliny tells us that the Roman 
Emperor Tiberius was sso fond of 
cucumbers that he had them served 
up at table every day of the year. 

The ridge and prickly varieties do 
well when grown in the open air, a 
light soil deeply dug and heavily 
manured, in a position sheltered 
from all cold winds is irfost suitable 
j for the purpose. 

Eon* a few early cucumbers seed 
should be sown in March or early in 
April in a hotbed or in boxes in the 
house. As the young roots of the 
cucumber are very tender and easily 
domoged it does not transplant suc- 
to avoid tnansplantating. Procure a 
sod 12 inches wide, 16 inches long 
and 2 to 3 inches thick, cat into 4 
inch squares; with the grassy side 
down place into a box or flat. Scoup 
a depression in each piece of sod v? 
an inch deep and place 3 or 4 seeds 
in it, cover with fine soil and water. 
Place the box in a hotbed or a warm 
place in the house and shade, with 
paper until the seedlings appear 
which should be in 6 or 7 days. Re¬ 
move the shade and give plenty of 
light and air, don’t allow to wilt. 
When the plants have fully developed 
their seed leaves, thin out to one to* 
each piece of sod. leaving the strong¬ 
est plants, but cut off close to the

the fruit, or true,, bloom with it so 
as to fertilize it 

open twenty-four hours after 
it has been pollenated repeat the op¬ 
eration. Pollenate or set as many 
blooms as possible at the same time 
to get fruit of a uniform size. 

When the fruit begins to swell wa¬ 
ter liberally one or two pails to a 
hill, clean water, soap suds, or li¬ 
quid manure diluted with water. 

Remove all weak spots and pinch 
out the points of all runners when 
about two feet long.

In 1906 he read both the Win¬ 
nipeg Free Press and the Winnipeg 
Telegram, and found upon their edi¬ 
torial pages a mutual recrimination 
nf the opposing side, and even such 
an expression as “the country will 
soon be divided into Liberals and 
fools” on the editorial pages. He 
then decided that he would never be 
associated with any political party, 
and until today has kept this deter¬ 
mination. True he had, in the last 
Alberta election stood solid to the 
support of Harry Strachan because 
he regarded Strachan as a man who 
would ever -give a -square deal for he 
was a m|nn who nobody or no party 
(including his own party) could buy. 
Strachan wa.s a Liberal, but he did 
not support because he was a Liber¬ 
al, but because he was a man who 
would remain true, to those fine and 
stern qualities found ill the Scotch. 

In 1913 the speaker after working 
a few weeks ftk- the printer then in 
Chauvin began to give more earnest 
consideration tot the question of op¬ 
erating a local Weekly paper.

lias had the result of a serious loss 
of membership to the G. G. Ass. 
and it is this loss I want to get at. 

Last year only I believe you form 
ed yourselves into it local and this 
year it i no doubt gratifying for you 
jf to know you have some increase in 
membership. This is als it should 
be and may the good work continue 
is the best we can all wish. 

We all have our ideals and some 
of us, a very few, strive continually 
and steadfastly to attain as near as 
ay be to those idealss. Others of 
! ' (is ..earnestly yearn after our ideals 
[ and are content to let it go at yearn 
1 ring. The remainder have an ideal 
■-.suggested to them, by some more oi¬ 
ls jess earnest worker. They immedi 
Irately wax tremendously enthusiastic 
I endeavors. They go forward with a 
full head of steam with the desperate 
j determination to get that ideal im¬ 
mediately or sooner or bust. When 
I to the paine'd surprise and deep dis¬ 
appointment of some poor devil of a 
secretary who has been doing all 1 the 
. donkey work for them with no 
thanks. They waver, pause and fin- 
aly retreat into their old apathy and 
are content to kick most vehemently 
"as of yore from the depths of that

(The sudden revival and flam¬ 
ing up of religious activity which all 
too soon dwindles again till the 
.merest flicker is all that is discern 
able.

You can think of 
some for yourselves, only to see 
them wane to a mere existence and 


in many cases to become totally ex¬ 
tinct. And as a warning to you let 
me bring to your notice the rceent de¬ 
mise of your neighboring Local of 
Manitou Lake.

“It’s not doing 
me any good anyway” and so on. 

And do not for the love of Mike 
say:— “Oh, yes the G. G. are ail 
all right, but etc., etc.” That is 
damning with faint praise and does 
more harm than open hostility. Re¬ 
member ia soldier has much more re¬ 
spect for a. valiant enemy than for 
his own countryman who might have 
fought side by side with him and did 
not. 

Enthusiasm then, continuous un¬ 
dying enthusiasm is what is required 
and bear in mind that you don’t have 
to quit your local because you don’t 
see eye to eye with the president and 
secretaary, or one of the directors, 
or another member. Don’t say you 
will not be a Grain Grower because 
Mr Maharg, of Mr Musulman have 
done something you don’t iike. -The 
association is the thing, and no in¬ 
dividual feelings liould weigh agaiqst 
it. The association first, last, and 
all the time. 

As I have said, you are young yet. 
Now I don't want to he a Jeremiah. 
Ilf any of you say I am, I deny the 
soft impeachment, but I predict that 
next year your troubles will begin. 
One or two will become lukewarm, 
maybe give up attending meetings 
and when one or two start it soon 
spreads. 

Now whenever any of you feel that 
way, take Mr Punch's advise to those 
about to he. married—“Don’t.” Just 
think of what I am saying to you to¬ 
day, and say, “By golly. I’m just 
going to stick.” “I've just got to make 
that croaker into a false prophet any 
way.” And I assure you, friends, 
I do so want to be made into one of 
those who prophesied vain things. 

Dont desert, stand by, full of the

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mon laiw, Canada' has also availed 
Itself of many of those statutes which 
have been from time to time passed 
by parliament In. England to meet a 
condition of things to which the old 
maxims of the law could not apply. 

The establishment of legislatures m 
the provinces, wo have seen, was 
only a little letter than the entrance 
of the large British population, and 
it was therefore in their power to 
adapt English statutes to the circum¬ 
stances of this country at the very 
commencement of our history, or to 
pass such enactments as were better 
suited to the country. ’ 

Thus it happens that gradually a 
large body of Canadian statutory law 
has been built upon the common law 
foundation of the legal structure. 

With a view of making law more 
intelligible it has, -consequently been 
Wisely ordered at different times, 
that all these statutes should be re¬ 
vised and consolidated in one or more 
with suitable tables and in- 


those customs and usages which were 
adapted to the social condition and 
progress of France. The various civil 
divisions or departments ot Trance 
had their special usages called cus¬ 
toms which governed each, hut all 
of them rested on the original founda¬ 
tion of the Roman code of 527-584 be¬ 
fore Christ. 

The custom of Paris became the 
fundamental law of Canada during 
the French rule. The law has been 
modified since 1763 by contact with 
English laws and customs, and by 
the necessities and circumstances of 
a new country; hut despite any 
amendments and modifications it has 
undergone in order to keep it in 
touch with the conditions of modern 
life and the needs of commerce and 
enterprise, the important principles 
which affect the civil rights of indi¬ 
viduals, the purchase and transfer of 
property, marriage and inheritance, 
and many other matters of direct in¬ 
terest to all persons in a community 
still remain and command the admir- 
miration of all jurists. 

The procedure in the courts is. 
however, open to criticism, and is 
much more expensive than it is in 
the- eastern provinces of Canada.. 

THE ENG-LSH COMMON HAW 

In the other provinces the common 
law of England forms the foundation 
of their jurisprudence. Its general 
principles were brought into this' 
country by the early English settlers, 
but the courts have held that they 
did not bring with them; those paVts 
of the law' which were not suitable 
to the new' condition of things in A- 
meriea.

vision of voters’ lists and of assess¬ 
ment rolls in municipalities, etc. 

By means of this machinery excel¬ 
lent provision is madt for the settle¬ 
ment of controversies of every kind, 
for the prevention and punishment of 
crime, and for the preservation of 
law and order. 

In all the provinces there is a court 
to hear .appeals. In the provinces of 
Ontario, Quebec, New Brunswick, J 
Manitoba and British Columbia this 
court f s composed of separate judges, 
but in Nova Scotia, Prince Edward 
Island, Saskatchwan and Alberta 
appeals are decided by a number of 
judges of the supreme or highest 
court of the province sitting together. 
Saskatchewan has made provision for 
having separate appeal judges in the 
future. 

Each province has a court of the 
highest jurisdiction. In Ontario it is 
called the high court division of the 
supreme court of Ontario; in Nova 
Scotia, Prince Edward Island, Brit¬ 
ish Columbia, Saskatchewan and Al¬ 
berta it is called the supreme 
court; in New Brunswick and Man¬ 
itoba it is called the court of the 
king’s bench, and in Saskatchewan, 
when the new law comes into force 
it will also bear this latter name. 

In Quebec the court of appeal is 
called the court of king’s bench, and 
there is the superior court which has 
a jurisdiction corresponding- to the 
high and supreme courts of the othei 
provinces, but |the judges are ap¬ 
pointed for the various judicial dis¬ 
tricts into which the province is div¬ 
ided. The original intention was that 
the judges should reside in the dis¬ 
tricts for which they were appoint¬ 
ed, but as a result of the improve¬ 
ment and rapidity of modern means 
of travel, and the pressure of work 
at the great centres , it has been 
found better that many of the judges 
of country districts should reside in 
Monti'eal and Quebec. In Quebec, 
with the exception of the circuit court 
of Montreal, there are no courts pre¬ 
sided over by judges corresnondinsr 


of the several provinces go on cir¬ 
cuit, as it is called, like the judges 
in eyre of William the Conqueror, 
visiting the principal towns and cities 
for the trial of important civil and 
criminal cases, hut the seat of these 
courts is, at the capitals of the prov 
inces. i 

In adition to these superior courts 
there are in all the provinces, except 
Quebec, county court judges. In 
Saskatchewan and Alberta the judges 
are called district. court judges, those 
provinces not having been divided 
into counties. These judges, though 
their jurisdiction is limited both in 
Civil and criminal cases, the more 
important cases being - reserved f'i>r 
the superior courts, exercise very 
varied and extensive powers, both 
with respect to the trial of cases and 
also -with respect to municipal and 
other maters closely affecting the 
daily life of the people. 

Besides the principal courts above 
mentioned, the police and stipendiary 
magistrates and justices of the peace 
have jurisdiction for the trial of the 
less important criminal cases and of¬ 
fences and the violation of municipal 
rules and regulations. In most prov¬ 
inces, they also have a very limited 
jurisdiction in simple civil cases such 
®s suits for small sums of money.,

THE CIVIL LAW OF FRENCH 
CANADA 


The criminal law of England has 
prevailed in all the provinces since It 
was formerly introduced by the pro¬ 
clamation of 1763, and the Quebec 
Act of 1774. • « ' 

The French Canadians never ob¬ 
jected to this system of law, since it 
gave them the advantage of trial by 
Jury, which was unknown to French 
law. 

The civil law, however, that pre¬ 
vailed in Canada under the French 
rule, has continued to be the legal 
system in the province of Quebec 
since the cession, and is much and 
deservedly cherished by the people. 
Its principles have been carefully col¬ 
lected and enacted in a code prepared 
by order of the Emperor Napoleon In 
the beginning of the last century. 
The rules of procedure relating to 
the civil law have also been laid 
down in a distinct code. 

The civil law of French Canada had 
its origin, like all similar systems, in 
the Roman law, on which were en¬ 
grafted, in the course of centuries, 


volumes 

dexes—by commissions composed of 
learned lawyers and judges. 

The people of the Dominion and of 
all the provinces, except' Prince Ed¬ 
ward Island, have now easy access 
by these means to the statutory law 
that governs them. 

It is found convenient in the inter¬ 
vals between the consolidations of 
the statutory law to collect together, 
from time to time, all the enactments 
on a particular subject and incorpor¬ 
ate them, with such amendments as 
are found necessary, in one consoli¬ 
dating statute.. This has been found 
especially useful in the case of volum¬ 
inous laws affecting railways, in¬ 
surance, banking, and other matters 
of public import. 

The criminal code has also been 
consolidated in this way and forms 
a code of criminal rules of law to 
be applied by the courts. 

In the Dominion and at intervals in 
some o the provinces, at t table is 
printed in the annual yohjms of the 
statutes showing all the amendments 
to the various laws and all important 
statutes passed since the last general 
revision of the statutes.

When We come to review the judi¬ 
cial system of the provincse we find 
in each of them several courts of su¬ 
perior and inferior jurisdiction; that 
is to say, whose powers vary very 
much in importance. These courts 
rntiy be conveniently classified as fol¬ 
lows, commencing at the foot of the 
judicial structure: — 

1. Inferior courts of civil jurisdic¬ 
tion, for the summary and speedy 
trial of offenders against the crim¬ 
inal law, for the preservation of the 
peace in every community, for the 
preservation of the peace in every 
community, for the preliminary ex¬ 
amination of charges ^>f crime, and 
the commital of the acoused to prison 
for trial before a higher court. 

3. Superior courts, ffn- the trial of

creased to about 700 later. 

J. T. Ross Esq., Deputy Minister, 
adressed the convention on the sub¬ 
ject of uniformity of text books and 
method's as between the province. 

He informed the convention that 
an effort was being made to enable 
the department to purchase all text 
hooks, and supply them to the dis¬ 
tricts at cost price. This wifi pi'ob- 
ably materialize in the near future. 
This would also apply to grades 
and teachers’ certificates. The con¬ 
vention was in favor of the proposed 
arrangement. 

Mr. MacDonald of Trochu present¬ 
ed an able paper on the subject of 
MMunicipal District School Boards. 
The advantages caimed .'were: A 
uniform School Tax within the Mu 
nicipal District; uniform salaries for 
(Went of teachers; cheaper purchas¬ 
ing of supplies; and a uniform pro 
gram of operations with the Muni- 


woutd be tile uniform rate of taxa¬ 
tion. This was left over for another 
year. ' Much discussion was indulged 
in on this subject, Iput the delegates 
did not .appear to be sufficiently in¬ 
formed on the matter to pass a ver¬ 
dict’ 

’ It was recommended and passed, 
that in future, Inspectors send in the 
reports of visits within thirty days 
of each inspection; to enable Trus¬ 
tees to remedy faults and failings ex¬ 
posed by such inspection. 

Hon Mr. Baker, Minister of Edu¬ 
cation, took for his text the matter 
of running the schools, the burden to 
the taxpayer, the difficulties met by 
districts in general, and teachers' 
salaries. This was one of the main 
addresses of the convention. Hon. 
Mr Baker expresed the opinion 
that, whatever the cost, and what¬ 
ever the difficulties, the children 
miu'st have the best education possible 
under the present conditions. Par¬ 
ents should uphold the teacher, and 
should not send a child to school 
who would say “father does not see 
why we should learn such and such 
a subject". If a good teacher was 
obtained, the ability and experience 
shoud be recogni.'sed and rewarded." 
A teacher might start at the mini¬ 
mum , but should have an incentive 
to work for the highest salary’ The 
parents could help their children 
quite a lot if they were willing. 

Teachers’ Salaries; This subject 
raised quite a hearty discussion; and 
the best contribution thereto was 
made by Mr. Scott, of Edmonton 
who stated that, although a farmer 
might have two crop failures, he 
might be able to make out pretty 
well on his (average crops, and be 
able to invest in a good car; but the 
teacher had so much and no more. 
No matter how good the crop was, 
the teacher could not do anything 
very extravagant, even if lie stayed 
in the same profession iio'r twenty 
years. Suppose you reduced the sal¬ 
ary of the teacher after two crop 
failures 'would you raise it after the 
next good crop. 

He did not advocate the taking out 
the losses of t'Wo bad crops from the 
wages of the pool' teacher, and yet 
did not allow the teacher to reap the 
benefit of the good crops How many 
farmier trustees had been able to pur¬ 
chase cars after the crops of 1915 and 
1916? Did any trsutee present know 
of any teacher who purchased ia' car 
out of his salary during those years? 
The question of loans to teachers now 
one trustee said that the -province 
was providing normal training! free 
for the normal students. Was it fully 
known to teh convention that the 
Province LOANED the money to nor¬ 
mal students at the rate of $50 a 
month, out of which they paid $40 
for board, and each student was ex¬ 
pected to pay the loan back out of 
the first two years’ 'salary, with in¬ 
terest? 

Premier Greenfield presented » 
very able address, although his time 
was very limited: and the burden of 
his message to the trustees was: 
Make your Recommendations to Par¬ 
liament very carefully: if this is done 
they will have every possible atten¬ 
tion. and wifi not waste much time. 
Whatever the province thinks is real 
ly required for the purposes of edu¬ 
cation. after seeing your resolutions, 
will have the best possible consider¬ 
ation. Do Not Bass Resolutions In

Teachers’ Contracts: The conven¬ 
tion was in favor of reverting to 
the old form of (contract; thirty days 
notice on either side . 

Mr. Foxwell thought there was an 
air of distrust throughout the whole 
of the convention shown by the ru¬ 
ral trustees, who made frequent ob¬ 
jections to what they considered 
over" tactics. High Schools were to 
be (accorded further consideration in 
regard to grants, especiafily where 
they accepted pupils from rural dis¬ 
tricts without any contribution. The 
period whec ia child could be with¬ 
drawn froni school for six weeks for 
rural pursuits was recommended to 
be reduced $to three weeks. 

Schools .Should be organized into 
Municipal .Districts! for convention 
purposes; these districts should draw 
up their own resolutions, and send 
their own delegates to the main con¬ 
ventions, The present form ot con¬ 
vention was too unweildly to be pro¬ 
perly handled, and to carry on any 
business in the best manner 

Mrs. Saul moved a vote of thanks 
to Mr. Foxwell for his very able re¬ 
port. 

Chairman then declared the meet¬ 
ing adjourned.
